Response 

Without admitting to the appropriateness of the finding of lack of unity, Applicants 
hereby elect Examiner's Group I (indicated to contain claims 1-5, 7, 8, 41 and 42) for 
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prosecution in the subject application. Applicants reserve the right to prosecute at a late date 
any subject matter deemed to be non-elected. 

The species election appears to relate only to claims in Examiner's Group II, as the 
listed alleged species are in claims 18 and 43-46. As Group I has been elected, Applicants 
believe that no species election is required. However, since all of claims 18 and 43-46 depend 
from claims in Group I (the elected Group), Applicants hereby elect Species A ("determining 
if the agent is transported by p-glycoprotein") to the extent such an election might be required. 
This species is read on by claims 18, 21, 22, 43, 44, 45 and 46, as well as the claims from 
which these depend (claims 1 and 3). Applicants thank the Examiner for acknowledging that 
non-elected species will be examined in the current case upon the allowance of a generic 
claim (which presumably is claim 1 and/or 3). 

Based on the foregoing discussion, the claims are in condition for substantive 
examination.
